SCOTTISH LETTER. 
(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Evinncrar, April 1. 

TUE LATE LORD ARCHIBALD CAMPBELL, 

Tho death is announced ‘of Lord 
Archibstd Campbell, brother of the Duke 
‘of Argyll, and heir presumptive to the 
Dukedom, Lord Archibald was born at 
at Invoraray in 1948, was the second son 
of tho late Duke of Argyll, and received 
his carly education st Edinburgh Academy 
Fr and subsequently at St. Andrews Univer: 
sity. Putting aside the traditional idea of 
whats nobleman should follow asa calling, 
ho ‘snteredd business, and after gaining 
experience in various departments of 
commerce, joined that firm of princely 
financiers, Muswrs Coutts and (Co, from 
which-ho only ‘recently resigned, While 
assidaous in buyiness, hia heart wasover in 
the Highlands, and his love for Celtic 
| litortture found expression in s number 
of volumes ‘dealing with various phssea of 
Highland tradition, Among thea were 


‘\Recordy of Argyll,” ‘*Tho Children of |! 


tho Mist," and ‘Waifs and Strays of 
Celtic Traditinn,” the Inst extending to 


soverl volumes. He waa also an en. |: 


thusiastic upheldor of the kilt asthe best 
uniform for Highland regimenta., In 1881, 
when the Highland garb was throstened by 
the War Office officinta, Lord Archibald 
convened a meeting of Highlanders at 
Stafford Flouse, and he:and the Scottish 
noblemen present kissed the dirk as a 
pledge of their dotermination to retint the 
proposed change, with'the result that the 
War Vitico took fright ard the distinctive 
clan tartans .were ssved to. the Hi,h- 
land tegiments. Another, incident which 
happened about this time attracted o 
good deal of . attention. His Lordship 
was largely interested, in tho forma. 
tion of the Inveramy Pipa Band, and at 
the head of the band he marched through 
Glercoo. to prove that the old clan feeling 
of the Campbella against the Macdonaldy 
no longer ‘exixted, He took littl active. 
share in politics, bub on the question of 
land held very decided opinions, When 
the problem became acute in the Hobrides 
in W@1, Lord Archibald did his boat to 
keep the “Movement within constitutional 
‘lines; but his efforts were unavailing, aven 
in the Island of Tiree, owned by the Duke, 
where the: agitation assumed considerable 
dimensions, ceosuitated the aswistance of 
Government troops to suppress‘it, His 
Lordship was the first president of "An 
Conunn Gaidhealach," and was also pro- 
sident of the Highland Seciety of London.

THE NAPIER TERCENTENALY, 


Thero in a story ofs student sitting st an 
examination, who was asked a question 
about Keats, and repliod ‘* Never beard of |, 
these.” A good many people, if quite 
honest, would make tho same answer if ro- 
quired to tell what thoy knew abcut Napier 
and logarithms. It is not necessary here 
to make any additions to their ignorance 
—-are thore not auch things as. encyelo- 
paodins f—anve to state that three bundred 
t yonrs ego Joha Napier of Slerchiston pre-, 
sented the world with s sew thing called 
logarithms, and that logarithms revolu- 
tionised higher arithmetic and mado it |' 
possible to solve many dificult problems in 
nenmpgratively easy manner. The book in 
which Napier gave hix Spoch-maling diy. 
covery to the world was called by the some-, 
what forbidding titl of ‘' Logarithmorum 
Canonis Descriptio,” and the ter-seutennry 
o€ ity issue (as I have already informed 
you shortly in these letters) will be 
celebrated in, Edinburgh, the principal 
functions taking place in his old home, |., 
Merchiston Castla—the ‘Marchiston, by 
the way, which in now occupied by one of 
the most famous of Senttivh public schools, 
Napicr was born in 1550, and fmm the 
records his family seein to have been of 
Anciont establishment in the counties of 
Stirling and Dumbarton. He waa educat- 
ed ut St. Andrews Univerwity; and 
alter travelling in France, Ltaly, and 
Gormany, he rettrned to Scotland, 
whore he devoted himself to the study 
of theology and = mathematics; In 
his purauit of astronomy and trigonometry, | 
he appreciated the neccusity for a short: 
method of calculation, and here truly the 
old saying that ‘‘necersity is the mother 
of invention” was fully: confirmed, For 
he produced logarithms, and even after the 
lapse of centuries the world is about to 
glorify his memory because of his gift, But 
Napier waa a man of various’ parts and 
various intereyts. He also made valuable 
experiments in the use of manures, and 
invented a hydraule screw for cienring coal 
pits of water, a screw for which he was 
granted n monalopy in He died in 
1617, and was laid to rest in the historic 
Cathedral of St. Giles, Edinburgh, here 
a tablet bearing a Latin inseription still 
marks his resting plaee, Arrangements 
for the tercentenary celebrations are in the 
hands of the Roysl Society of Edinhurgh, 
and the provvedingy will be graced’ by the 
presence of many eminont men frein many 
countzics of the world, the Kast. and
